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MINERS ATTACK JAIL GUARDS 
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Johnstown, 
Pa,, April 
17.—Three 
men have been shot dead, a boy fatally 
wounded and a mining engineer, Eu­ 
gene Delaney, taken to the hospital in 
u serious condition as a result of a riot 
ut Windber among 
tile striking coal 
miners during the evening. 
The place 
is in a state of terror, Sheriff Begley 
has been summoned, and an appeal 
has been 
made to Governor 
Penny- 
packer for troops. 
There are several 
others of the rioters 
who have sus­ 
tained slight injuries. 
The dead men and most of the in­ 
jured are foreigners. 
The bodies were 
left in tile street where they fell, the 
strikers refusing to allow the under­ 
takers to remove them. 
The foreign elem ent had been cele­ 
brating Easter Monday in the mining 
section and 
much liquor had 
been 
used. 
The streets were thronged all 
day with a boisterous crowd, but no 
sign of trouble appeared until night. 
A body of strikers were assembled in 
front of the Windber jail discussing 
lite mass m eeting that had been held 
during the afternoon and which had 
been 
addressed 
by 
three 
Catholic 
priests. 
The discussion grew into ar­ 
gument and soon there was a free-for- 
all fight. 
Deputies 
that had been 
sworn in 
when the strike in the coal mines was 
first inaugurated, 
made their a p p e a r ­ 
ance and 
a number of arrests 
were 
made, 
All of the arrested men were 
union men and their colleagues sot up 
a cry that they were being discriminat­ 
ed against and were imposed upon. 


Mob Tried to Rescue Prisoners. 


Tile arrested men were marched to 
the lockup door, but there a mot* had 
formed and an attempt was made to 
take the m en from the officers. Forced 
back from Die Tail door and growing 
more violent every minute, the mob 
threatened the deputies until the offi­ 
cers fired. 
The 
mob hesitated, 
ap­ 
parently not expecting the deputies 
would resort to firearms. 
When the 
s m o k e cleared away and the v i c t i m s 
of 
tile shots 
were 
viewed 
by the 
c r o w d , there were cries of anger and 
soon miners that were armed returned 
the shots of the deputies. 
The firing 
ceased almost as 
soon at is began, 
however, and the 
crowd filed away 
from the jail. 
A state of terror exists because of 
the prevalence of 
liquor and the an­ 
gered miners. 
There 
is much dyna­ 
mite stored here and it is feared the 
strikers will resort to the explosive in 
revenge._____ 
Shortly before midnight 
the town 
quieted down and the crowds began to 
disappear from tile streets. 
The state 
constabulary had been summoned from 
Greensburg in the meantime and they 
were being rushed 
to Windber in a 
special train, hut about a mile west of 
this city the train waa held up by a 
freight wreck and as Windber is about 
tw enty miles from this city, it is not 
expected tile constabulary will reach 
Windber before early in the morning. 
Trouble is anticipated, however, when 
the constabulary arrives at the mines, 
as tho foreign element is very antago­ 
nistic to the state officers. 
The 
names of the dead 
men are 
Pietro Martini, Paul Zitis, leader of the 
rioters, and Antonio Mazuca. 
The boy 
who was fatally wounded is Charles 
Fester, twelve, years old. 
E n g in e d 
Delaney was hurt by being struck bn 
the head with a brick. 
Miners Became Furious. 


An eye w itness of the riot said the 
trouble 
started 
at 5 o’clock 
when 
Deputy 
Sheriff 
William 
McMullen 
went to the m ass meeting held by the 
striking miners in a wood at the edge 
of the town. 
Many of the miners had 
been drinking 
and the sight of the 
deputy made them furious. 
Tile offi­ 
cer was quickly surrounded by miners, 
who threatened to kill him. 
McMul­ 
lin, realizing that 
his situation was 
desperate, 
fled for 
his life, 
finding 
refuge 
in the house 
of Councilman 
Charles D a vis, which 
was soon sur­ 
round' d by a mob 
of 2,000 shouting, 
cur 'n' 
miners, who 
challenged Me­ 
n d ! ti to come out. 
When McMullen 
failed ti. ; ; pear the mob attacked the 
bo ise and literally wrecked it. 
The 
deputy sheriff was 
roughly handled, 
but 
again managed 
to escape. 
The 
members of the Davis family fled to 
the homes of neighbors for shelter. 
Other deputies who 
had been on 
t 
guarding the prof erty of the coal 
company had been notified of the trou­ 
ble by this time and twenty of the 
rioters were landed in the lockup at 


Windber. 
The mob, headed by Paul 
Kills, then planned an assault on the 
building with the purpose of rescuing 
the prisoners. 
A great crowd of the 
s t r i k e r s 
w ith 
Zills 
at 
their 
head 
marched to the center of the town and 
prepared to storm the jail. The deputy 
sheriffs fixed bayonets lo their rifles 
and surrounded 
tho jail to 
keep it 
from the mob’s possession if possible. 
At a signal tho mob began to close in 
on the jail, shouting to tnt deputies to 
throw away their guns and give up the 
prisoners. 
The officers first tried to 


k< ej> hack the mob with bayonets, but 
the effort was ineffectual and when it 
became certain that tile bile hand of 
deputies could not 
stand before the 
howling, infuriated mob, they opened 
fire. 
Those 
of the foreigners 
who 
were closest to the 
jail had already 
begun using knives in the attempt to 
disarm 
the deputies, 
while 
others 
flourished 
revolvers. 
The 
deputies 
fired but one volley and the foreigners 
broke and fled in wild disorder, leav­ 
ing three 
of their number 
dead in 
front of tho jail. 
The wounded who 
Were 
able to walk hurried 
to their 
homes and boardinghouses, while an 
Mnbulnnce 
took the more 
seriously 
hurt to the Windber hospital. 
Fears are entertained that the strik­ 
ers will make another 
effort to free 
the rioters now' in jail. 
Late at night the bodies of the men 
Who had been shot w ere removed from 
tho streets w here they had fallen to 
Rn undertaker's establishment. 
Charles Foster, the twelve-year-old 
boy that was wounded, died at. the hos­ 
pital. 
Word has been received from Somer­ 
set that Sheriff Begley had started for 
Windber to take charge of the situa­ 
tion.
